Dr. Prewitt Resumed His Testi- 


mony in the Powers 


Trial. 


MAKES CHARGE AGAINST GOLDEN 


Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 8.-When 


the trial was resumed today of former 
Secretary of State Powers on the 
charge of complicity in the killing of 
Governor doebel, fir. Prewitt, of Tay- 
lor county, who was on the stand 
when court adjourned yesterday, re- 
sumed his testimony* 


On cross-examination the witness 


denied that he told Wharton Golden 
he had no doubt that "fallow Dick" 
Coombs fired the shot that killed 
Goebel. 
He denied that 
he said 


Coombs came in the adjutant gen- 
eral's office after the shooting. He 
repeated that Coombs and Hocker- 
smith were in the office at the time 
and neither of them had done the 
shooting. The witness also said he 
had seen Golden a day or two ago and 
denounced him as a liar. 


As Prewitt left the stand Golden 


WuS recalled, and the men met face 
to face. The spectators watched 
them closely to see how they greeted 
each other. 
They spoke cordially 


and then Golden took the stand and 
cbnied that he had made certain 
statements 
with 
which Prewitt 


charged him. He repeated what he 
claimed Prewitt told him in regard 
to "Tallow Dick" Coombs in connec- 
tion with the shooting. 


Dr. Prewitt was re-called and said 


that he was with Wharton Golden 
when the latter was first informed by 
Tom Cromwell that he might be ar- 
rested in connection with the assas- 
sination. 
Prewitt 
declared that 


Golden a few minutes later said they 
were arranging to put^the crime on 
Powers, but that the latter was in- 
nocent. 


George W. Long, state treasurer 


under Governor Bradley, testified 
about going to Louisville on January 
30 with Caleb Powers and others to 
arrange to bring some friends rrom 
western Kentucky to be present when 
the contest was argued. He said the 
news of the shooting caused them to 
abandon the project.

HEAR ITS LEADERS 


Unparalleled Outpouring of the Hosts to the Great 


Notification Meeting in the City of 


Indianapolis This Afternoon. 


IMPERIALISM THE KEYNOTE SOUNDED BY MR, BRYAN 


Indianapolis, 
Aug. 
8,—William 


Jennings Bryan and Adlai E. Steven- 
son were notified today of their nom- 
inations for president and vice presi- 
dent by the democratic convention 
held at Kansas City during the first 
week of July. The notification exer- 
cises were (held at Military park and 
an immense crowd was present to 
hear the speeches and witness the 
ceremonies. The sun shone on a clear 
sky and the thermometer registered 
weather too* hot for comfort, but 
everybody accepted the occasion for 
this phenomena as one of the in- 
evitable consequences of the day and 
n'othing more. There was, therefore, 
no unnecessary ill-humor on the part 
of the immense crowds which gath- 
ered because of .the antics of 
the 


thermometer. 


Every state in the union was repre- 


sented and there was a large attend- 
ance from the neighboring cities of 
Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati anJ 
Louisville. Just how many strangers 
were in the city it was impossible to 
determine. Old Glory was displayed 
in many windows and Military park 


who sought early positions of van- 
tage on the street or in Military paik 
found their berths not entirely com- 
fortable for so long a time. Never- 
theless, good nature generally pre- 
vailed and they generally maintained 
their positions with a gum determin- 
ation to hold out to the end. 


A slight drop in the temperature 


served to assuage to some extent the 
anxiety in the forenoon on the part of 
those who were to march through the 
streets for the edification of their 
freinds. 


The tedium of the forenoon was re- 


lieved largely by the arrival of a 
number of excursion parties from 
neighboring cities and 'towns* Those 
parties were escorted through the 
streets by local visiting bands. 


HANDSOME DECORATIONS. 


The main streets and the principal 


hotels were handsomely decorated. 
Huge flags were suspended from 
wires strung across the thorough- 
fares along the line of march; small 
banners fluttered in the breeze from 
many windows; bunting: clamored 
ambitiously up almost every avail- 


all processions, was somewhat late 
in getting off, but When on<ce in mo- 
tion, it moved along with somewhat 
more than the usual celerity. The 
parade was directed by Hon. Charles 
A. Oarrard, as chief marshal. In the 
line of march were many political or- 
ganizations and a number of clubs 
from the surrounding country, but 
the places of honor were given to 
the Cook County democracy, of Chi* 
cago; to the Duckworth club, of Cin- 
cinnati, and to the Jackson club, of 
Terre Haute.

GOVERNMENT SENDS ULTIMATUM 


Washington, Aug. 8*—The follow- 
ng cablegram from Minister Con- 
ger was received last night by the 
tate department:

The message from Minister Con- 


ger brings the Chinese situation to 
ts most serious stage and the au- 
horities in Washington regard the 
matter as one of great gravity. They 
re aware that nothing but the most 
vigorous action can meet the condi- 
ions, save the ministers and other 
oreigners in Pekin, and avert a war 
f long duration. 
After a conference of the men in 
harge of the diplomatic and mili- 
ary affairs, in which President Me* 
Kinley participated over the long 
istance telephone, it was decided to 
end a message to Consul General 
Goodnew repeating the contents of 
he Conger message and advising 
him that the situation was very 
serious and a crisis had been reached. 


He was directed to communicate 
tie fact to Li Hung Chang, to Sheng 
nd other Chinese officials, who were 
o transmit it to the government of 
China with a strong representation 
hat the present situation was in- 
olerable and could not be continued 
without the most serious results. 


It is understood that the dispatch 


was practically an ultimatum and 


early reply was demanded. 
The 


nswer is expected during the day 
r evening and it probably will de- 
ermine the future action of this 
government. 


It is not believed by the war de- 


partment officials that the interna- 
ional forces now operating along 
he Pel river can reach Pekin in time 
o rescue the ministers if active hos- 
ilities should begin against the le- 
gationers by the imperial troops. So 
serious do the officials regard the 
ituation that it is believed by some 
hat there is greater safety for the 
ministers and other foreigners to 
ccept an escort of the imperial army 
o Tien Tsin than to remain in Pekin 
f war should be declared. 
The information received through 


,he Chinese minister regarding the 
opening of communication between 
he ministers and their governments 
s the one ray of hope in the situa- 
tion. 
Whether the promises con- 


tained in the edict will be made good 
ought to be speedily known, and if 
communication is established, the 
most serious consequences may be 
tverted. 
Although there have been 


intimations before that such com- 
munication would 
be established, 


this is the first time that it ha» ap- 
peared in the form of an imperial 
edict. 


As a result of this latest commu- 


nication from the Chinese govern- 
ment and the message sent to Con- 
sul General Goodnow, the United 
States government is now in a wait- 
ing attitude, hoping for the best, 
but apprehensive of the gravest pos- 
sibilities.

A later 
ommunication, (dated August 0, ex-

Minister Wu showed the utmost 
oivcern in the seriousness of the sit- 
ation. As to the message from Min- 
ster Conger, he said: 


"It is not for me to discuss the 


Conger telegram, as it speaks for it- 
elf* But at such a moment I hope 
istorted and exaggerated interpreta- 
ion will not be placed on the mes- 
sage. Its seriousness I do not ques- 
ion, but I ask the public to take 
what it says and not draw inferences 


to its meaning. It is dated at the 


Tsi-Nan-Yamen, which is the yamen 
jf the governor of Shan Tung* ft is 
'orwarded direct fro mthe governor 
o the state department, showing the 
ifForts our officials are making to get 
hrough messages between Washing- 
on and Pekin. Again it is in cipher, 
which shows that there is free com- 
munication, despite all the state" 
ments and criticisms tltat this free 
communication was cut off. 
Conger's statement that the Chine 
overnment 'insists upon our leaving ] 
Pekin' disposes of another story that 
the government ^a* holding the min- 
sters M hostages. On the eotittarf, 
it urges them to go and offers an <rt- 
cort to conduct them, 


"Whether it is sate or not, U a mat*

The serious 
objection to 


trusts is that by their methods they 
are rApidly acquiring all the busi- 
ness of the country. 
They have 


driven out of business 
by their 


methods tens of thousands of there- 
tofore prosperous establishments 
trading in A comparatively small 
way. 
The prosperity which they 


hAve created is republicAn prosper- 
ity And not the prosperity of the 
masses of the people, or of the vast 
body known as the middle classes. 
They multiply the fortunes of a few 
until they Are many times million* 
aires. One of our trust magnates 
boasts thAt he intends to die A bil- 
lionaire. Still the sweat shops in- 
crease and the wages of those in 
the rural districts barely sustain 
life. 


INDIVIDUALISM EXTINCT. 


The friends of the trusts and 


those who Ate 
their immediate 


beneficiaries do not hesitate to as- 
sert that the day of the individual 
has passed. This being admitted, 
then the day of monopoly, the syn- 
dicate, the combine and the mother 
of these trusts, is to come. The 
man full of true American vim and 
vigor, brains, skill and energy is 
to count AS nothing in the eternal 
fight for biead, and the unfeeling, 
soulless and heartless corporation 
is to rule. Financial independence 
among

prosperous 
middle 


classes and merchants of moderate 
means will depart and they are to 
be driven into financial obscurity 
and ruin.

Mr. Chahman and Members of 


the Notification Committee:-! shall 
at an early date and in a more for- 
mal manner accept the nomination 
which you tender, and I shall at 
that time discuss the various ques- 
tions covered by the democratic 
platform.

place, however, to submit a few ob- 
servations at this time upon the 
general character of the contest be- 
fore us and upon the question which 
is declared to be of paramount 
importance in this campaign. 


When I say that the contest of

racy on the other I do not mean to 
*f*y that all our opponents have 
deliberately chosen to give to or- 
ganized wealth a predominating in* 
fluence in the affairs of the gov- 
ernment, but I do assert that on 
the important issues of the day 
the republican party is dominated 
by those influences which constant- 
ly tend to elevate pecuniary con- 
siderations 
and 
ignoie human 


rights. 


THE MAN BEFORE THE DOLLAR. 


In 1859 Lincoln said that the re- 


publican party believed in the man 
and the dollar, but that in case of 
conflict it Relieved in the man be- 
foie the dollar. This is the proper 
relation which should exist between 
the two. Man, the handiwork of 
God, comes first; money, the tyandi- 
work of man, is of inferior import- 
ance. Man is the master; money, 
the servant, but upon all impoitant 
questions today republican legisla- 
tion tends to make money the mas- 
ter and man the seivant. 


The maxim of Jefferson, "equal 


rights to all and special privileges 
to aone," and the doctrine of Lin- 
coln '.hat this should be a govern- 
ment "of the people, by the people, 
and for the people," are being dis- 
regarded and the instrumentalities 
of government are being used to ad- 
vance the interests of those who 
are in a position to secure favors 
from the government. 


The democratic party is not mak- 


ing war upon the honest acquisition 
of wealth; it has no desire to dis- 
courage industry, 
economy and 


thrift. On the contrary, it gives to 
every citizen the greatest possible 
stimulus to honest toil, when it 
promises him protection in the en- 
joyment of the proceeds of his la- 
bor. 
Property rights are most se- 


cure when human rights are re- 
spected. Democracy strives for a 
civilization in which every mem- 
ber of society will share according 
to his merits, 


ONLY FAIR COMPENSATION. 


No one has a right to expect from 


society more than a fair compensa- 
tion for the service which he ren- 
ders to society. If he secures more 
it is at the expense of someone else. 
It is no injustice to him to prevent 
his doing injustice to another. To 
him who would, 
either through 


class legislation or in the absence 
of necessary legislation, tiespass 
upon the rights of another the dem- 
ocratic party says "Thou shalt not." 


Against us are arrayed a com- 


paratively small, 
but politically 


and financially powerful, number 
who really profit by republican pol- 
icies, but with them are associated 
a large number who, because of 
their attachement to the 
party 


name, are giving their support to 
doctrines antagonistic to the for- 
mer teachings of their own party, 
Republicans who used to advocate 
bimetallism now try to convince 
themselves that the gold standard 
is good; republicans who were for- 
merly attached to the 
greenback 


are now seeking an excuse for giv- 
ing national banks control of the 
nation's paper money; republicans 
who used to boast that the republi- 
can party was paying off the na- 
tional debt are now looking for 
reasons to support a perpetual and 
increasing debt; republicans who 
formerly abhorred a trust now be- 
guile themselves with the delusion 
that there are good trusts and bad 
trusts, while, in their minds, the 
line between the two is becoming 
more and more obscure; republicans 
who, in times past, congratulated 
the country upon the small expense 
of our standing army are now mak- 
ing light of the objections which 
are urged against a large increase 
in the permanent military estab- 
lishment; republicans who gloried 
in our independence when the na* 
tion was less 'powerful now look 
with favor upon a foreign alliance; 
republicans who, three years ago, 
condemne4 "forcible annexation" 
as immoral and even criminal are 
now sure that it is both immoral 
and criminal to oppose forcible an- 
nexation. 
That partisanship has 


already blinded many to present 
dangers is certain; 
hdw large a 


portion of the republican party can 
be drawn over to the new policies 
remains to be seen. 


CRITICISM OF PRESIDENTS. 


For a time republican 
leaders 


were inclined to deny to opponents 
the right to criticise the Philippine 
policy of the administration, but 
upon investigation they found that 
both Lincoln and Clay asserted and 
exercised the right to criticise a 
president during the 
the Mexican war. 


ly and submitting a cle»* in* poml- 
tive plan for dealing with the Phil- 
ippine question, the republican con- 
vention adopted A platform 
the 


larger part of which was devoted to 
boasting and self*«mgratulations. 


In attempting to press economic 


questions upon the country to the 
exclusion of those which 
involve 


the very structure of our govern- 
ment, the republican leaders give 
new evidence of their abandonment 
of tV* earlier ideals of the party 
and ;of their complete subserviency 
to pecuniary considerations. 


CANNOT EVADE THE ISSUE. 


But they shall not be permitted 


to evade the stupendous and far- 
i caching issue which they have de- 
liberately brought into the Arena of 
politics. When the president, sup- 
ported by a practically unanimous 
vote of the house and senate, en- 
tered upon a war with Spain for the 
purpose of aiding the struggling 
patriots of Cuba, the country, with- 
out regard to party, applauded. Al- 
though the democrats recognized 
that 
the administration would 


necessarily ga}n a political advan- 
tage from the conduct of a war 
which, in the very nature of the 
case, must soon end in a complete 
victory, they vied with the republi- 
cans in the support which they 
gave to the president. When ths 
war was over and the republican 
leaders began to suggest the pro- 
priety of a colonial policy, opposi- 
tion at 
once manifested itself. 


When the president finally laid be- 
fore the senate A treaty which rec- 
ognized the independence of Cuba 
but provided for the cession of the 
Philippine islands to the United 
States, the menace of imperialism 
became so apparent that many pre- 
ferred to reject the treaty and risk 
the ills that might follow rather 
than take the chance of correcting 
the errors of the treaty by the in* 
dependent action of this country, 


WHY HE ADVOCATED TREATY. 


I was among the number of those 


who believed it better to ratify the 
treaty and end the war, release the 
volunteers, remove the excuse for 
war expenditures, and then give to 
the Filipinos the independence 
which might be forced from Spain 
by <a new treaty. 


In view of the criticism which my 


action aroused in some quarters I 
take this occasion to restate the 
reasons given At that time. 
I 


thought it safer to trust the Amer- 
ican people to give independence to 
the Filipinos than to trust the ac- 
complishment of that purpose to 
diplomacy with an unfriendly na- 
tion. Lincoln embodied An argu- 
iment in the question, when he 
asked, "Can (Aliens make treaties 
easier than friends can make 
lawsP" I believe that we are now 
in A better position to wage a suc- 
cessful contest against imperialism 
than we would have been had the 
treaty been rejected. 
With the 


treaty ratified, a clean-cut issue is 
presented between a government by 
consent and a government by force, 
and imperialists must bear the re- 
sponsibility for all that happens 
until the question is settled. If the 
treaty had been rejected, the op- 
ponents of imperialism would have 
been held responsible for any inter- 
national 
complications 
which 


might have arisen before the rati- 
fication of another treaty. 
But 


whatever differences 
of opinion 


may have existed as to the best 
method of opposing the colonial 
policy, there never was any differ- 
ence as to the great importance of 
the question and there is no differ- 
ences now as to the course to be 
pursued. 


The title of Spain being extin- 


guished, we were at liberty to deal 
with the Filipinos According to 
American principles* 
The Bacon 


resolution, introduced a month be- 
fore hostilities broke out At Manila, 
promised independence .to the Fili- 
pinos on the same terms thAt it was 
promised to the Cubans, 
I sup* 


ported this resolution and believe 
that its Adoption prior to the break- 
ing out of hostilities would have 
prevented bloodshed, and that its 
adoption at any subsequent time 
would have ended hostilities. 


THE BACON RESOLUTION. 


If the treaty had been rejected 


considerable 
time would 
have

and ratified, and during that time 
the question would have been agi- 
tating the public mind.

WAITING FOR THE TRAIN. 
The train bearing the candidates, 


members of the national committee 
and the reception committee sent out 
from Indianapolis to meet the party 
at Lafayette, was scheduled to arrive 
in the city at 6 o'clock. Through un- 
avoidable delays throughout it failed 
to leach Indianapolis until 7:30 p. m. 


In the meantime such a vast mul- 


titude as has not gathered on the 
streets of Indianapolis 
for many 


years filled the down-town streets in 
the center of the city, (packed the ap- 
proaches to the Grand hotel, and, as 
time wore on, massed in South Illi-

PASSING THROUGH STREETS. 
As the carriages moved off into 


Illinois street they were followed by 
Mr. Bryan's escort of honor, the 
magnificent Cook County Democratic 
Marching club, headed by the mili- 
tary baud of sixty pieces* 
The fine 


organization of Cook county demo- 
crats presented a most attractive ap- 
pearance, each of the stalwart gen- 
tlemen wearing the full dress uni- 
form of the club—black Prince Al- 
bert coat, dark trousers and silk hat;

VAGUENESS OF REPUBLICANS. 


If it is right for the United States 


to hold the Philippine islands per- 
manently and imitate European 
empires in the government of col- 
onies, the republican party ought 
to state its position and defend it, 
but it must expect the subject races 
to protest against such a policy and 
to resist to the extent of their abu- 
ity. The Filipinos do not need any 
encouragement 
from 
Americans 


now living. Our whole history has 
been an encouragement, not only to 
the Filipinos, but to all who are 
denied a voice in their own gov- 
ernment, 
If the republicans are 


prepared to censure all who have 
used language calculated to make 
the Filipinos hate foreign domina- 
tion, let them condemn the speech 
of Patrick Henry. 
When he ut- 


tered that passionate appeal, "Give 
me liberty or give me death," he 
expressed a sentiment which still 
echoes in the hearts of men. Let 
them censure Jefferson; of all the 
statesmen of history, none have 
used words so offensive to those 
who would hold their fellows in po- 
litical bondage. Let them censure 
Washington, who declared that the 
colonists must choose between lib- 
erty and slavery. Or, if the statute 
of limitations has run against the 
sins of Henry and Jefferson and 
Washington, let them censure Lin- 
coln, whose Gettysburg speech will 
be quoted in defense of popular 
government when the present advo- 
cates of force and conquest are for- 
gotten.

Declaration of Independence, a war 
of conquest would still leave its 
legacy of perpetual hatred, for it 
was God himself who placed in 
every human heart the love of 
liberty.

Jefferson spoke so freely 


and used language with such pre- 
cision that no one can be ignorant 
of his views. 
On one occasion he 


declared: 
"If there be one prin- 


ciple more deeply rooted than any 
other in the mind of every Ameri- 
can, it is that we should have noth- 
ing to do with conquest." 
And 


again he said: 
"Conquest is not 


in our principles; it is inconsistent 
with our government." 


FORCIBLE ANNEXATION. 


The forcible annexation of terri- 


tory to be governed by arbitrary 
power, differs as much from the 
acquisition of territory to be built 
up into states as a monarchy dif- 
fers from a democracy. 
The dem- 


ocratic party does not oppose ex* 
pansion when expansion enlarges 
the area of the republic and in- 
corporates land which can be set- 
tled by American citizens, or adds 
to our population people who are 
willing to become citizens and are 
capable of discharging their duties 
as such. 
The acquisition of the 


Louisiana territory* Florida, Tex- 
asr and other tracts which have 
been secured from time to time, 
enlarged the republic, and the 
constitution followed the flag into 
the new territory. 
It is now pro- 


posed to sieze upon distant terri- 
tory already more densely pbpu- 
lated than our own country, and to 
force upon the people a govern- 
ment for which there is no war- 
rant in our constitution or our 
laws. 


UNFIT FOR WHITE RACES. 


Evisn the 
argument 
that this 


earth belongs to those who desire 
to cultivate it and have the physical 
power to acquire it cannot be in- 
voked to justify the appropriation 
ot the Philippine Islands by the 
United Stales. If the islands were 
uninhabited 
American 
citizens 


would not be willing to go there 
and till the soil. The white race 
will npt live so near the equator. 
Other nations have tried 'to colon- 
ize in the same latitude. The Neth- 
erlands have controlled Java for 
300 years, and yet today there are 
less than 60,000 people of European 
birth scattered among 25,000,000 
natives. 
After a century and a 


half of English domination in In- 
dia less than one-twentieth of one 
per cant, of the people of India are 
of Engish birth, and it requires an 
army of 70,000 British soldiers to 
take care of the 
tax 
collectors, 


Spain has asserted title to the Phil- 
ippine Islands for three centuries, 
and yet, when our fleet entered Ma- 
nila bay, there 
were less than 


10,000 Spaniards residing in the 
Philippines. 


A colonial policy means that we 


shall send to the Philippines a few 
traders, a few taskmasters and a^ 
few office-holders, 
and an army 


large enough to support the author- 
ity of a small fraction of the people 
while they rule the natives* 


IMPERIALISM MEANS BIO ARMY 


science of war. 
The government 


which relies for its defense upon its 
citizen*'** mow likely to be just 
than one which has at call a largo 
body of professional 
soldiers. A 


small standing army and a well- 
ttquipped and well-disciplined state 
militia are sufficient in 
ordinary 


times, and in an emergency the na- 
tion should in the future, as in the 
past, place its dependence upon the 
volunteers who come from all occu- 
pations at their country's call and 
return 
to productive labor when 


their services are 
no longer re- 


quired— men who fight when the 
country needs fighters and work 
when the country needs workers. 


STATUS OF THE FILIPINO. 


must consider not only the effect 
of imperialism on the Filipinos, 
but they must also calculate its 
effect upon our own nation. We 
cannot repudiate the principle of 
self-government in the Philippines 
without weakening that principle 
here. 


Even now we are beginning to 


see the paralyzing influence of im- 
perialism. 
Heretofore, this na- 


tion has been prompt to express 
its sympathy with those who were 
ftgtfting for civil liberty. 
While 


our sphere of activity has been 
limited to the Western Hemisphere 
our sympathies have not been 
bounded by the seas. We have felt 
it due to ourselves and to the 
world, as *ell as to thoae who 
were struggling for the right to 
govern 
themselves, to proclaim 


the interest which our people have, 
from the date of their own inde- 
pendence, felt in every contest be- 
tween human rights and arbitrary 
power. 
Three-quarters of a cen- 


tury Ago, When our nation was 
small, the struggles of Greece 
aroused our people, and Webster 
and Clay gave eloquent expression 
to the universal desire for Orecian 
independence. 
In 1896, all par- 


ties manifested a lively interest in 
the success of the Cubans, but 
when a war,!* in progress in South 
Africa, which must result in the 
extension of the monarchial idea 
or in the triumph of a republic, 
the advocates of imperialism in 
this country dare not say a word 
in behalf of the Boers. 


SYMPATHY FOR THE BOERS. 


If we have an imperial policy we 


must have a large standing army 
as its natural and necessary com- 
plement. 
The spirit which will 


justify the forcible annexation of 
the Philippine Islands will justify 
the seizure of other islands and the 
domination of other people, 
and 


with wars of conquest we can ex- 
pect a certain, if not rapid, growth 
of our military establishment. That 
a large permanent increase in our 
regular army is intended by the 
republican leaders is not a mere 
matter of conjecture, but a matter 
of fact. In his message of Decem- 
ber 5th, 1898, the president asked 
for authority to increase the stand- 
ing army to 100,000. In 1896 the 
army contained about 25,000 men. 
Within two years the president 
asked for four times that many, 
and a republican house of repre- 
sentatives complied with the re- 
quest after the Spanish treaty had 
been signed and when no one was 
at war with the United States, If 
such an army is demanded When 
an imperial policy is contemplated, 
but not openly avowed, what may 
be expected if the people encourage 
the republican party by endorsing 
its policy at the polls* 


LARGE ARMY A BURDEN. 


A large standing 
army is not 


only a pecuniary 
burden to the 


people and, if accompanied by com- 
pulsory service, a constant source 
of irritation, but it is ever a menace 
to a republican form of government, 
The army is the personification of 
force, and militarism will inevit 
ably change the ideals of the people 


republican platform assumes

ilization. 
Who will 
dispute it? 


And what is the alternative? 
If 


the Filipino is not to be a citizpr, 
shall we make him a subject? On 
that question the democratic plat- 
form speaks with emphasis. It d*- 
clares that the Filipino cannot be 
a subject without endangering onr 
form of government* 
A republic 


can have no subjects. 
A subject is 


possible only in a government rest- 
ing upon force; he is unknown in a 
government 
deriving 
its 
just 


powers from the consent 
of the 


governed. 


A STRANGE DOCTRINE. 


The republican 
platform 
says 


that "the largest measure of self- 
government consistent with their 
welfare and our duties shall be se- 
cured to them (the Filipinos) by 
law." 
This is a strange doctrine 


f6r a government which owes its 
very existence to the men who of- 
fered 
their lives 
as a 
protest 


against government without con-" 
sent and taxation without repre- 
sentation. 
In what respect does 


the position ot the republican party 
differ from the position taken by 
the English government in 1776? 
Bid not the English government 
promise a good government to the 
colonists? What king ever prom- 
ised a bad government to his peo- 
ple? Bid not the English govern- 
ment promise that the colonists 
should Have the largest measure 
of self-government with their wel- 
tare and English duties? Bid not 
the Spanish government promise 
to give the Cubans the 
largest 


measure of self-government con- 
sistent with their 
welfare 
and 


Spanish duties? The whole differ- 
ence between a monarchy and a 
republic may be summed up in one 
sentence. In a monarchy the king 
gives to the people what he be- 
lieves to be a good government; in 
a republic the people 
secure for 


themselves what they believe to be 
a good government. The republic- 
an party has accepted the Euro- 
pean idea and planted itself upon 
the ground taken by George III. 
and by every ruler who distrusts 
the capacity of the people for self- 
government or denies them a voice 
in theiv own affairs. 


REPUBLICANS FEAR THE ISSUE. 


The republican platform prom- 


ises that some measure of self-gov- 
ernment is to be given to the Fili- 
pinos by law; but even this pledge 
is not fulfilled* 
Nearly sixteen 


months elapsed lifter the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty before the ad- 
journment of congress last June 
and yet no law was passed dealing 
with the Philippine situation. The 
will of the president has been the 
only law in the Philippine islands 
wherever the American authority 
extends. Why does the republican 
party hesitate to legislate upon the 
Philippine 
question? 
Because a 


law would disclose the radical de- 
parture from history and precedent 
contemplated by those who control 
the republican party. The storm 
of protest which greeted the Porto 
Rican bill was an 
indication of 


how *ftu they be trusted to 


protect the Filipinos'from the cor- 
porations which are awaiting to 
ftfxploit the islands? 


SEMI CITIZENSHIP. 


Is the sunlight of full citizenship 


to ba enjoyed by the people of the 
United States, and the twilight of 
semi-citisenship cnduied by 
the 


people of Porti Kico, while 
the 


thick darkness of peipetu^l vas- 
salage covers the Philippines? The 
Porto Eico tariff law asserts the 
doctrine that the opeiatiou of the 
constitution is confined to the fci- 
ty-five 
states. 
The 
democratic 


party disputes this doctnne and 
denounces it as repugnan^ to both 
the letter and spirit of our organic 
law.

pines? 
Do we

not. how did we secure title to 
them? 
Were they thrown in with 


the land? 
Will the republicans 


say that inanimate eaith has value, 
and when that eaith is molded by 
the Divine hand and stamped with 
the likeness of the Creator it be- 
comes a flxtuie and passes with 
the soil? 
If governments derive 


their just poweis from the consent 
of the governed, it is impossible 
to secure title to people, either by 
force or by purchase.

And, if'the Filipinos "are 


and of right ought to be free and 
independent," what right have we 
to force 
our government upon

fore our duty can be ascertained, 
and. when their rights are once de- 
termined, it is as much our duty to 
respect those rights as it was the 
duty of Spain to respect the rights 
of the people of Cuba, or the duty 
of England to respect the rights 
of the American colonists. Bights 
never conflict; duties never clash. 
Can it he our duty to usurp po- 
litical rights which belong to oth- 
ers? 
Can it be our duty to kill 


those who, following the example 
of our forefathers, love liberty 
well enough to fight for it? 


Some poet has described the ter- 


ror which overcame a soldier who, 
in the midst of battle, discovered 
that he had slain his brother* 
It 


is written: 
"All ye are brethren," 


Let us hope for the coming of the 
day when human life—which when 
once destroyed cannot be restored 
—will be so sacred that it will 
never be taken except when neces- 
sary to punish a crime already 
committed, or to prevent a crime 
about to bs committed. 
UK WORLD OBLIGATIONS. 


If it is said that we have as- 


sumed the world obligations which 
make it necessary for us to per- 
manently maintain a government 
in the Philippine islands, I reply, 
first, that the highest obligation of 
this nation is to be true to itself. 
No obligation to any particular na- 
tion, or to all nations combined, can 
require the abandonment of our 
theory of government and the sub- 
stitution of doctrines against which 
our whole national life has been a 
protest. And, second, that our ob- 
ligations to the Filipinos, who in- 
habit the islands, are greater than 
any obligation which we can owe 
to foreigners who have a tempoi- 
ary residence in the Philippines 01 
desire to trade there, 
CAPACITY OF MLIPINOS. 


It is argued by some that ihe 


Filipinos are incapable of self-gov- 
ernment and that therefore we owe 
it to the world to take control of 
them. Admiral Dewey, in an offi- 
cial report to the navy department, 
declared the Filipinos more capable 
of 
self-government 
than 
the

FOttCE CANNOT MAKE EIGHT. 


Men may dare to do in crowds

Force caw defend a right, but 


foice has never yet created a right. 
If it was true, as declared in the 
lesolution of intervention, that the 
Cubans "are *nd of right ought to 
be free and independent," (lan- 
guage taken from the Declaration 
of Independence) it is equally true 
that the Filipinos "are and of 
light ought to be free and inde- 
pendent."

WAKNS OF DANGEE. 


Some argue that American rule 


in the Philippine Islands will re- 
sult in the better education of the 
Filipinos. Be not deceived. If we 
expect to maintain a colonial policy 
we shall not find it to our advan- 
tage to educate the people. 
The 


educated Filipinos are now in re- 
volt against us, and the most ig- 
norant ones have made the least re- 
sistance to our domination. If we 
are to govern them without their 
consent and give them no voice in 
determining the taxes which they 
must pay, we dare not educate them 
lest they learn to read the Declara- 
tion ot Independence and the con- 
stitution of the United States, and 
mock us for our inconsistency. 


the Filipinos. Henry Clay, in de 
fending the rights of the people of 
South America to self-government, 
said: 


"It is the doctrine of thrones that 


man is too ignorant to govern him- 
self. 
Their partisans assert his 


incapacity in reference to all na- 
tions; if they cannot command uni- 
versal assent to the proposition, it 
is then remanded to particular na- 
tions; and our pride and our pre- 
sumption too often make converts 
of us. I contend that it is to ar- 
raign the disposition of Providence

HAVE BEEN A WORLD POWER. 


It is a sufficient answer to the 


first argument to say that for more 
than a century this nation has been 
a world power. For ten decades 
it has been the most potent in- 
fluence in the world. Not only has 
it been a world power, but it has 
done more to affect the politics of 
the human race than all the other 
nations of the world combined. Be- 
cause our Declaration of Independ- 
ence was promulgated others have 
been promulgated; 
because 
the 


patriots of 1776 fought for liberty 
otheis have fought for it; because 
our constitution was adopted other 
constitutions have been adopted* 
The growth of the principle of self- 
government, planted on American 
soil, has been the over-shadowing 
political fact of the nineteenth cen- 
tum y. It has made this nation con- 
spicuous among the 
nations and 


given it a place in history such ad 
no other nation has ever enjoyed, 
Nothing has been able to check the 
onward march of this idea. I ant 
not willing that this nation shall 
cnst aside the omnipotent weapon 
of tiuth to seize again the weapon 
of physical wnrfaie. 
I would not 


exchange the glory of this republic 
for the glory of all the empires that 
have dsen and fallen since time 
begrn.

This is the commercial argument. 


It is l-fjied upon the theory that 
war can he rightly waged for pe- 
cuniary advantage and that it is 
profitable to 
purchase 
trade by 


force and violence. Franklin de- 
nied both 
of these 
propositions. 


When Lord Howe asserted that the 
acts of parliament, which brought 
on the revolution, were necessary 
to prevent American trade 
from 


passing into 
foreign 
channels, 


Franklin replied: 


* To me it seems that neither the 


obtaining nor 
retaining 
of any 


trade, how valuable soever, is an 
object for which men may justly 
spill each other's blood; that the 
trtn find sura means of extending 
and securing 
commerce are the 


goodness and cheapness 
of com- 


modities, and that the profits of no 
trado can be equal to the expense 
of compelling it and holding it by 
fleets and armies. 
I consider this 


war against us, therefore, as both 
unjust and unwise." 


A SORDID DOCTKINE. 


I place the philosophy of Frank- 


lin against the sordid doctrine of 
those who would put a price upon 
the life of an American soldier and 
justify a war of conquest upon the 
ground that it will pay. The dem- 
ocratic party is in favor of-the ex- 
pansion of trade. It would extend 
our trade by every legitimate and 
peaceful means, but it is not will- 
ing to make merchandise of human 
blood. 


But a war of conquest is as un- 


wise as it is unrighteous. 
A har- 


bor and coaling station in the Phil- 
ippines| would answer every trade 
and military necessity, and such a 
concession could have been secured 
at any time without difficulty. 


It is not necessary to own people 


in order to trade with them. 


NOW TEADE WITH THE WORLD. 


We carry on trade today with 


every part of the world, and our 
commerce has expanded more rap- 
idly than the commerce 
of any 


European empire. We do not own 
Japan or China, but we trade with 
their people. 
We 
have not ab- 


sorbed the republics of Central and 
South America, but we trade with 
them. It has not been necessary 
to haye any political connections 
with Canada or 
the 
nations of 


Europe in order to trade with them. 
Trade cannot be permanently profit- 
able unless it is voluntary. When 
trade is secured by force the cost 
of securing it and retaining it must 
be taken out of the profits, and the 
profits are never large enough to 
cdver the expense. Such a system 
would never be defended but for 
the fact that the expense is borne 
by all the people, while the profits 
are enjoyed by the few. 


TO WHOM PEQFITABLE. 


Imperialism would be profitable 


to ihz army contractors; it would 
be profitable to the ship-owi era, 
who would carry live soldier? to 
the Philippines and bring dead sol- 
diers back; it would be profitable 
to those who would seize upon the 
franchises, and it would be prcril- 
able to ths officials whose salaries 
would be fixed here and paid over 
there; but to the farmer, to the 
laboring man, and to the vast ma- 
jority of those engaged in other 
occupations it would bring- expen- 
ditures without return ami risk 
without reward. 


Farmers and laboring msn have, 


as a rule, small incomes nnd under 
systems which plf»ce the tax upon 
consumption, pay more than their 
fair share of the expenses of gov- 
ernment. 
Thus the very people 


who receive least benefit from im- 
perialism will be injured most by 
military burdens which accompany 
it 


In addition to the evils which 


he and the farmer share in com- 
mon, 
the laboring man will be the 


first to suffer if oriental subjects 
seek work in the United States; 
the first to suffer if American capi- 
tal leaves our shores to employ ori- 
ental labor in the Philippines to 
supply the trade of China 
and 


Japan; the first to suffer from the 
violence which the military spirit 
arouses and .the first to suffer when 
the methods of imperialism are ap- 
plied to our own government. 


IMPERIALISM AND LABOR 


It is not strange, therefore, that 


the labor organizations have been 
quick to note the approach of these 
dangers and 
prompt to protest 


' against both militarism and impe- 


rialism. 


The pecuniary argument, though 


more effective with certain classes, 
is not likely to be used so often or 
presented with so much emphasis 
as the religious 
argument. 
If 


what has been termed the "gun- 
powder gospel" were urged against 
the Filipino* only, it woujd be a 
sufficient answer to say that a jna? 
jority of the Filipinos are now 


of qn« braw* ot

MUST FIT EVERYWHERE. 


We cannot approve of this doc- 


t;rine in one place unless we are 
\villing to apply it everywhere. If 
there is poison in the blood of the 
hand it will ultimately reach the 
heart. It is equally true that for- 
cible Christianity, if planted un- 
der the American flag in the far- 
away Orieat, will sooner or later 
be transplanted 
upon American 


soil. If true Christianity consists 
in carrying out in our daily lives 
the teachings of Christ, who will 
say that we are commanded to civ- 
ilize with dynamite and proselyte 
with the sworrt? 
He who would 


declare the Divine will must prove 
his authority' either by Holy Writ 
or by evidence of a special dispen- 
sation. The command, "Go ye into 
all the world and preach the gospel 
to every creature" has no gattiing 
gun attachment. When Jesus vis- 
ited a village of Samaria and the 
people refused to receive Him, some 
of the disciples suggested that fire 
should be called down from Heaven 
to avenge the insult; but the Mas- 
ter rebuked them, and said: "Ye 
know not what manner of spirit 
ye are of; for the Son of Man is not 
come to destroy men's lives, but 
to save them." 
Suppose He had 


said: "We will thrash them until 
they understand who we are," how 
different would have been the his- 
tory of Christianity. 
Compare, if 


you will, the swaggering, bully- 
ing, brutal doctrine of imperialism 
with the Golden Rule and the com- 
mandment, "Thou- shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself." 


LOVE IS THE WEAPON. 


Love, not force, was the weapon 


of 
the 
Niazarene; sacrifice 
for 


others, 
not the exploitation of 


them, was His method of reaching 
the human heart. 
A missionary 


recently t'old me that the Stars and 
Stripes once saved his life because 
his assailant recognized our flag as 
a flag thai had no blood upon it. 
Let it be fciown that our mission- 
aries are 'fcbeking souls instead of 
sovereignty; let it be known that 
instead 
' of 
being 
the 
advance 


guard of conquering armies, they 
are going forth to help and to up- 
lift, having their loins girt about 
with truth and their feet shod with 
the preparation of the 'Gospel of 
Peace, wearing the breast plate of 
righteousness 
-and carrying the 


sword of the Spirit; let it be known 
that they are the citizens of a na- 
tion which respects tse rights of the 
citizens of other nations as care- 
fully as it protects the rights of its 
own citizens, and the welcome 
given to our missionaries will be 
more cordial than the welcome ex* 
tended to the missionaries of any 
other nation. 


AN UNSOUND ARGUMENT, 


The argument, made by some, 


that it v/as unfortunate for the na- 
tion that it had anything to do with 
the Philippine islands, but that the 
naval victory at Manila made the 
permanent acquisition of those is- 
lands necessary,, is also unsound, 
We won a naval victory at Santi- 
ago, but that did not compel us to 
hold 
Cuba. 
The 
shedding 
of 


American blood in the Philippine 
Islands does not make it impera- 
tive that we should retain posses- 
sion forever; American 'blood was 
shed at San Juan hill and El Caney, 
and yet the president has promised 
the Cubans independence. The fact 
that the American flag floats over 
Manila does not compel us to exer- 
cise perpetual sovereignty over the 
islands; that flag waves over Ha- 
vana today, but the president has 
promised to haul it down when the 
flag of the Cuban republic is ready 
to rise in its place. Better a thou- 
sand times that our flag in the 
orient give way to a flag represent- 
ing the idea of self-government 
than that the flag of this republic 
should become the flag of an em- 
pire. 


AN HQNOKABLE SOLUTION, 


There is an easy, honest, honor- 


able solution of the Philippine 
question. 
It is set forta in the 


democratic platform and it is sub- 
mitted with 
confidence 
to the 


American people. This plan I un- 
reservedly endorse. 
If elected, I 


shall convene congress in extra- 
ordinary session as soon as I am 
inaugurated and recommend an 
immediate declaration of the na- 
tion's purpose—first, to establish a 
stable form of government in the 
Philippine islands, just as we are 
now establishing a stable form of 
government in the island of Cuba;

declared by our platform to be of 
paramount issue. 
Questions of 


domestic policy, however import- 
ant, may be but questions of the 
hour—that of imperialism is for 
time.

Upon every phase of our foreign 


policy, the language of the demo- 
cratic platform is too clear to ad- 
mit of misconstruction. 
It favors 


trade expansion by all peaceful 
and lawful means. 
We believe 


that liberty, as well as the consti- 
tution, follows the flag. Demo- 
crats, in common with many re- 
publicans, oppose the Porto Rican 
law as a violation of the constitu- 
tion* and a flagrant breach of good 
faith toward a dependent people. 
It imposes government without 
consent of the governed. 
It is in 


conflict with that provision of the 
constitution which declares that: 
"Duties, imports and excises shall 
be uniform throughout the United 
States." 
Believing that this con- 


stitutional provision applies to ev- 
ery part of the United States, we 
condemn the tariff taxation im- 
posed by a republican congress 
upon the helpless and distressed 
people of Porto Rico.

our earnest assent to the declara- 
tion; 
"Our plain duty is to abol- 


ish all custom( tariffs between the 
United States and Porto Rico and

CONDEMNS PHILIPPINE POLICY. 


The democratic platform con- 


demns the policy pursued by the 
present administration toward the 
Philippine Islands. 
This policy- 


inspired by the great spirit of com- 
mercialism—has 
embroiled 
our 


government 
in an 
unnecessary 


war, sacrificed valuable lives, and 
placed the American republic in 
dealy antagonism to our former al- 
lies in their efforts to secure their 
liberties. 
For the first time in 


our history we are boldly confront- 
ed with the question of "Imperial- 
ism—the spirit of empire," This 
is indeed the supreme question to 
which all others are of secondary 
importance. 
Before we break ir- 


revocably with the past, and aban- 
don the doctrines of the fathers, it 
is well that we deliberate upon 
the consequences of a permanent 
departunre from the settled gov- 
ernmental policy of more than a 
century. 
The success of the im- 


perialistic policy foreshadows the 
empire. 
Shall the closing hours 


of the century witness the Ameri- 
can people abandoning the sure 
pathway in which past genera- 
tions have formed prosperity and 
happiness, and embarking upon 
that of aggression and conquest, 
against which we are warned by 
the wrecks that lie along the en- 
tire pathway of history? 
Stand- 


ing out against the new policy of 
conquest, with all that it involves 
of European complications, are the 
warnings of the founders of the re- 
public.

FAVORS EXPANSION. 


The democratic party has ever 


been the advocate of wise terri- 
torial expansion.

trol of the government during for- 
ty years of the first half of the

period new states were admitted 
into federal union, and our west- 
ern border extended beyond the 
Mississippi.

The policy of aggressive expan-

ministration finds no precedent in 
the peaceable ceasion of the Louis 


. Florid*^ by Sj>aiu, nor that yet later 


of the vast western area by jfoxico.' 
The territory acquired under demo- 
cratic administration was, with fa- 
vorable climatic conditions, the fit 
abode for men of our race* At the 
time of annexation it passed under 
the rule of the Anglo-Saxon, who 
carried with him our language and 
our laws. It was territory con- 
tiguous to our own and acquired 
with the declared intention—when 
the 
conditions 
and 
population 


would justify—of carving it into 
states. The result; millions of 
American homes, 
our national 


wealth increased beyond the dream 
of avarice, and the United States 
chief among the nations 
of the 


earth. 


Can it be that the new policy of 


forcible 
annexation 
of distant 


islands finds precedent in the his- 
toric events I have mentioned? 
The answer is found in the bare 
statement of facts. 
The territory 


acquired under democratic admin- 
istration is contiguous—the Philip- 
pine Islands eight thousand miles 
distant. * * * 


THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


What is proposed by the party in 


power for the government of these 
islands? If it be/intended to estab- 
lish there our political institutions 
what then becomes of the Monroe 
doctrine? This vital international 
policy, announced by the president 
of the United States seventy-seven 
years ago, was; "We owe it, there- 
fore, to candor and to the amicable 
relations 
existing between the 


United States and those powers to 
declare that we should consider any 
attempt on their pait to extend then- 
system to any portion of this hemi- 
sphei»e as dangerous to our peace 
and safety." This was supplement- 
ed by a disclaimer in substance 
upon our part of any intention to 
force our institutions upon the na- 
tions of Europe or their depend- 
encies. 
The Monroe doctrine 
is 


wholesome and enduring. It is the 
faith of Americans of every creed 
and party—is of the very warp and 
woof of our political being. 
It 


was promulgated at the critical 
moment when the "holy alliance" 
was attempting to stifle the republi- 
can spirit and 
re-establish 
the 


despotism of Spain upon her re- 
volted colonies in South America 
and in Mexico, 
* * 


HELD BY FORCE. 


If ultimate statehood *for these 


i emote islands—and others yet to 
be conquered—be displayed, how 
then are they to be held and gov- 
erned? The only alternative is by 
force—by the power of the army 
and of the navy—and this is not 
for a day, or for a year, but foi 
all time. What then becomes of 
the bedrock principle that "Govern- 
ments derive their just powers from 
the consent of the governed?" 
If 


they are to be held permanently as 
conquered provinces, it will be not 
only outside of the 
constitution, 


but in direct antagonism to the 
letter and spirit of our Declaration 
of Independence. It is no less true 
now than in the days of our revolu- 
tion that "Government by arbitrary 
power is despotism." The attempt 
then, either to give these people 
American citizenship or to 
hold 


them as subjects, is to us fraught 
alike with peril. 
Should there be 


an immediate declaration 
by oui 


government of its purpose towards 
them? They should be given un 
mistakable assurance of independ 
ence. Protection by our 
govern 


ment should not now be withheld 
against outside interference. The 
same protection should be theirs a 
hex-etofoie 
extended to the little 


states 
of 
Central 
and 
South 


America. 


THE POLICY IS NEW. 


Against this policy stands im- 


perialism. 
In American politics 


the word is new—fortunately the 
policy is new. We are today be- 
coming familiar with its meaning, 
\vith its forebodings—and the end 
is not yet. It means a permanent 
departure from all the traditions of 
the past, from the high ideals of 
the founders of the republic. 
It 


abrogates the holding of our great 
court that the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence is the spirit of the gov- 
ernment—the constitution but its 
form and letter. Imperialism knows 
nothing of limitations 
of power. 


Its rule is outside the constitution, 
It means the establishment by the 
American republic of the colonial 
methods of European monarchies 
It means the right to hold alien 
peoples as subjects. 
It enthrones 


force as the controlling agency in 
government. It means the empire 
Mr. Stevenson declared that the 


democratic party was against mili- 
tarism which threatens the republic 
under republican rule. He declared 
that he did not believe the American 
public would sanction the organiz- 
ing of a big standing army. 


In discussing America as "a world 


power," he said that it had been in 
all its past a world power—the great 
est in history, 


In the great struggle now upon th$ 


American people he invoked the co 
operation of all who revere the mem 
ory of our fathers, and to whom the 
declaration is not an 
unmeaning 


parchment—but the enduring char 
of our liberties. Upon the suprem

Coombs came in the adjutant gen- 
eral's office after the shooting. 
He 


repeated that Coombs and Hocker- 
smith were in the office at the time 
and neither of them had done the 
shooting. 
The witness also said he 


had seen Golden a day or two ago and 
denounced him as a liar. 


As Prewitt left the stand Golden 


was recalled, and the men met face 
fa face. 
The 
spectators 
watched 


tlum closely to see how they greeted 
each other. 
They spoke 
cordially 


and then Golden took the stand and 
(hilled that he had made 
certain 


statements 
with 
which 
Prewitt 


charged him. He repeated what he 
claimed Prewitt told him in regard 
to "Tallow Dick" Coombs in connec- 
tion witli the shooting. 


Dr. Prewitt was re-called and said 


that he was with Wharton Golden 
when the latter was first in formed by 
Tom Cromwell that he might he ar- 
rested in connection with the assas- 
sination. 
Prewitt 
declared that 


Golden a few minutes later said they 
were arranging to put-the crime on 
Powers, but that the latter was in- 
nocent. 


George "W. Long, state treasurer

about going to Louisville on January 
!iO with Caleb Powers and others to 
arrange to bring1 somu friends rrom 
western Kentucky to bo present when 
the contest was argued. Jin said the 
news of the shooting' caused them to 
abandon the project.

TRUSTEES HAD TO TURN IN 


CANAL WATER. 


ewail Pumping It Into City Mains 


This Afternoon—Hot Weather 


Taxed the Well Supply. 


Today the water supply in tho res- 


ervoir ran so low as to threaten the 
reservoir with destruction, and in 
order to save it the water works trus- 
tees this afternoon were compelled 
to- turn water from the old feedev 
canal into the city mains. Mr. Teg't- 
meyer stated this afternoon that'this 
is the first time in two years that 
such action has been necessary. 


Fort Wayne is threatened with a 


water famine, for the extremely hot 
weather of the past two days has 
taxed the water supply to the limit, 
and last evening the board of water 
works trustees, acting jointly v/ith 
Mayor Scherer, issued an order re- 
stricting the time for sprinkling' to 
one hour per day—from 7 to 8 p. m. 
Secretary McDonald says there are 
now about 7,700 water taps in the 
city, and while the average daily 
consumption of water is not 
over 


3,800,000 gallons, _ it would 
take 


8,000,000 gallons to meet the de- 
mand as it has been uaed during-the 
heated term. The restriction is made 
necessary owing to inadequate pump- 
ing- facilities. 
At the North Side 


station there i? enough power, but a 
scarcity of water, while at the West 
Side station, where tho 
water is 


abundant, the pumping facilities are 
inadequate to get it into the mains. 
The board has decided to sink two ad- 
ditional wells at the North Side sta- 
tion.

ispatch was in reply to a govern- 
lent message and bore datft of Pe- 
In, August 3.

I have today received your cipher 


elegram forwarded to me by the 
Dhincsc minister. 
The shell and 


annou lire ceased on July 10, but 
lie rifle fire hns continued from the 
Chinese positions held by govern- 
uent troops and boxers tntermlt- 
eutly over since.. 
The casualties 


since then have been slight. 
Ex- 


cept one private of marines all the 
wounded are doing well. 
The rest 


of the British in the legation are 
well, including the whole garrison. 


"The total of killed is sixty and 


of wounded 110. 
We have strength- 


ened our fortification. 
We have 


over 200 women and children refu- 
gees in the legation. 
The Chinese 


government has refused transmis- 
sion to telegrams in cipher until 
now." 


Mr. Broderick also read the fol- 


lowing dispatch from Admiral Sey- 
mour, filed at Che Poo August 6: 


"The allies, about 12,000 strong, 


attacked the Chinese entrenched po- 
sition at Hsiku, about two miles out- 
side Tien Tsin early this morning. 
The Chinese were driven out and re- 
tired northward, pursued by tho al- 
lies, who occupied Peitsang. Trans- 
ports followed up the troops. 
By 


road and river tho advance upon 
Pekin lias been begun." 


This dispatch docs not give the 


date of leaving Tien Tsin. 


Mr. Uroderick said he thought the 


messages were, on the whole, satis- 
factory.

the policy of her majesty's govern-

terests. 


MINISTER WU TALKS. 


Washington, Aug. 7.—After a brieC 


•espite at the seashore, .the Chinese 
minister was again busy today at tho 
Chinese legation. He made an early 
•isit to the state department, dellver- 
ng the edict of August 2, which had 
>eeii delayed en route, directing Jung 
Ju to select Jiigh officials t'o escort 
lie foreign ministers from Pekin to 
Tien Tsin. This was turned over to 
Anting Secretary Adee, and the text 
if the edict made public. 


The edict also directed that free 


:ommunications be allowed between 
he ministers and their governments 
in messages in open text. A later 
lomiminication, dated Aug-ust 5, ex- 
ended this free communication with- 
out regard to the messages being In 
(pen text. 


Minister Wu showed the utmost 


loncern iu tlie seriousness of the slt- 
lation. As to the message from Min- 
ster Conger, he said: 


It is not for me 'to discuss tha 


Conger telegram, as it speaks for It- 
self. But at such a moment I hope 
iisforted anil exaggerated interpreta- 
ion will not be placed on the mes- 
age. Its seriousness I do not ques- 
ion, but I ask the public to take 


what it says and not draw inferences 
s to its me.iTiing. It is dated at the 
'si-Nan-Yamen, which is tlie yamen 
f the governor of Shan Tung. It is 
or warded direct fro niche governor 
o .the state department, showing the 
fforts our officials are making to get 
hrough messages between Washing- 
on and Pekin. Again it is in ciphei', 


ch shows that there is free com- 


nunication, despite all the state- 
nents and criticisms that this free 
:ommunication was cut off. Mr, 
Monger's statement that the Chinese' 
government 'insists upon our leaving 
?ckin' disposes of another story that 
he government was holding thp lain 
sters as hostages. On th? ^uirary, 
t urges them to go and outers an es- 
iort to conduct them. 


"Whether it is safe cr not, is a mat- 


,er of individual judgment, and Mr. 
Conger appears to regard it us im- 
safe. But I do not care to go fur- 
.her into the details of the message, 
is I 'do not wish to be in the position 
of an apologist."

The bane- 
ful effects of these organizations 
cannot be estimated or described.

SURRENDERED TO TRUSTS. 


We recently 
saw a republican 


congress surrender the combination 
of the treasury vaults to the armor 
plate trust one day and on a dif- 
ferent day, for the benefit of an- 
other trust, withdraw the constitu- 
tion from our newly acquired terri- 
tory. 
The trusts now count the 


United States ns one of Their as- 
sets. They claim to own congress. 
Self-control is a great 
attribute. 


These trusts therefore are in favor 
of the regulation of trusts by a con- 
gress controlled by trusts. In other 
words, the trusts will trust 'the con- 
gressional trust to 
control 
the 


trusts. 
The serious 
objection to 


trusts is that by their methods they 
are rapidly acquiring all the busi- 
ness of the country. 
They have 


driven out of business 
by their 


methods tens of thousands of there- 
tofore 
prosperous 
establishments 


trading- hi a comparatively 
small 


way. 
The prosperity which they 


have created is republican prosper- 
ity and not the prosperity of the 
masses of the people, or of the vast 
body known as the middle classes. 
They multiply the fortunes of a few 
until they are many times million- 
aires. 
One of our trust magnates 


boasts that he intends to die a bil- 
lionnire. Still the swent shops in- 
crease and the wages of those in 
the rural districts barely sustain 
life. 


INDIVIDUALISM EXTINCT. 


The friends of the trusts 
and 


those who are 
their 
immediate 


beneficiaries do not hesitate to as- 
sert that the day of the individual 
has pnssed. 
This being admitted, 


th'iii the day of monopoly, the syn- 
dicate, the combine nnd the mother 
of these trusts, is to come. 
The 


man full of true American vim and 
vigor, brains, skill and energy is 
to count as nothing in the eternal 
fight for bread, and the unfeeling, 
aouiless and heartless corporation 
is to rule. Fimincinl independence 
among 
the 
prosperous 
middle 


classes nnd merclmnts of moderate 
means will depart and they are to 
be driven into financial obscurity 
and ruin.

larger part of which wns devoted to 
boasting1 nnd sc-H'-congratulations. 


In attempting to pi-ess economic 


questions upon the country to the 
exclusion of those which involve 
the very structure of our govern- 
ment, 
the repiibllcr.ii lenders give 


new evidence of their abandonment 
of tl:e earlier idenln of the party 
and;of their complete subserviency 
to pecuniary considerations. 


CANNOT EVADE THE ISSUE. 


But they shall not be permitted 


to evnde the stupendous and far- 
reaching issue which they have de- 
liberately brought into the arena of 
politics. When the president, sup- 
ported by a practically unanimous 
vote of the house nnd senate, en- 
tered upon a war with Spain for the 
purpose of aiding the struggling 
patriots nf Cuba, the country, with- 
out regard io party, applauded. Al- 
though the democrats recognized 
that 
the 
administration would 


necessarily ga\n a political advan- 
tage from the conduct of a war 
which, in the very nature of the 
case, must soon end in a complete 
victory, they vied with the republi- 
cans in the support which they 
gave to the president.

the ills that might follow rather 
than take the chance of correcting 
the errors of the treaty by the in- 
dependent action of this country. 


WHY HE ADVOCATED TREATY. 


I was among' the number of those 


who believed it better to ratify the 
treaty and end the war, release the 
volunteers, remove the excuse for 
war expenditures, and then give to 
the Filipinos 
the 
independence 


•which might be forced from Spain 
by -a new treaty. 


In view of-the criticism which my 


action aroused in some quarters I 
take this occasion to resri te the 
reasons given nt that 
time. 
I 


thought It safer to trust the Amer- 
ican people to give independence to 
the Filipinos than to trust the ac- 
complishment, of thnt purpose to 
diplomacy with an unfriendly na- 
tion. Lincoln embodied nn nrjju- 
,ment in the question, when he 
asked, "Can ^aliens make treaties 
easier 
thnn 
friends 
cnn make 


InwsP" I believe that we nre now 
in n better position to wage a suc- 
cessful contest against imperialism 
thnn we -would hnve been hnd the 
treaty been refected. 
With 
the 


treaty ratified, a clean-cut issue is 
presented between n Roveimnent by 
consent and n government by foiCi2. 
and imperialists must bear the re- 
sponsibility for all thnt happens 
until the question is settled. If t'.i? 
treaty had been rejected, the op- 
ponents of imperialism would liavp 
been held responsible for any int«i- 
iiational 
complications 
which 


might hnve arisen before the rati- 
fication of another treaty. 
But 


•whatever 
differences 
of opinion 


may have existed as to the best 
method of opposing1 the colonial 
policy, there never was any differ- 
ence as to the great importance of 
the question nnd there is no differ- 
ences now as to the course hi he 
pursued. 


The title of Spain being extin- 


guished, we were nt liberty to deal 
with the Filipinos 
according to 


American principles. 
The Bncon 


resolution, introduced a month lie- 
fore hostilities broke out nt. Mnniln. 
promised independence -to the Fili- 
pinos on the same terms that it was 
promised to the Cubans. 
I sup- 


ported this resolution nnd believe 
thnt its adoption prior to the break- 
ing out of hostilities would have 
prevented bloodshed, and thnt its 
adoption at any subsequent tinic 
would hnve ended hostilities. 


THE TJACON RESOLUTION. 


If the treaty had been rejected 


considerable 
time 
would 
have 


necessarily elapsed before n new 
treaty could have been agreed upon 
and ratified, and during that time 
the question would have been agi- 
tating tho public mind. 
If the 


Bacon resolution had been adopted 
by the senate and carried out by 
the president, either at the time o£

word written or spoken in defense 
of the principles set forth in the 
Declaration of Independence, a war 
of conquest would still leave its 
legacy of perpetual hatred, for it 
was God himsel f who placed in 
every human heart tlie love of 
liberty. 
He never made a race of 


people so low in the scale of civili- 
zation or intelligence that it would 
welcome a foreign master. 


Lincoln said that the safety of 


this nation was not in its ileots, 
its armies or its forts, but in the 
spirit which prizes liberty and tlie 
heritage of all men, in all lands, 
everywhere, and he warned 
his 


countrymen that they could not 
destroy this spirit without plant- 
ing the seeds of despotism at their 
own doors. 


THE EFFECT OF IMPERIALISM. 


Those who would have this nn- 


tion enter upon a career of empire 
must consider not only the effect 
of imperialism on the Filipinos, 
but they must also calculate its 
effect upon our own nation. 
We 


cannot repudiate the principle of 
self-government in the Philippines 
without weakening that principle 
here. 


Even now we are beginning to 


see the paralysing influence of im- 
perialism. 
Heretofore, this na- 


tion has been prompt to express 
its sympathy with those who were i 
fighting for civil liberty. 
While 


our sphere of activity has been 
limited to the Western Hemisphere 
our 
sympathies 
have not been 


hounded by the seas. We have felt 
it clue to ourselves and to the 
world, as well as to those who 
were struggling for the right to 
govern 
themselves, to 
proclaim 


the interest which our people have, 
from the date of their own inde- 
pendence, felt in every contest be- 
tween human rights and arbitrary 
power. 
Three-quarters of a cen- 


tury ago, when our nation Was 
small, the 
struggles 
of Greece 


aroused our people, and Webster 
and Clay gave eloquent expression 
to the universal desire for Grecian 
independence. 
In 1890, all par- 


ties manifested a lively interest in 
the success of 
the Cubans, but 


when a wnr(is in progress in South 
Africa, which must result In the 
extension of the monnrchial idea 
or in the triumph of a republic, 
the advocates 
of imperialism in 


this country dare not say a word 
.in behalf of the Boers. 


SYMPATHY FOR THE BOERS. 


Sympathy for the Boers does noi 


The forcible annexation of terri- 


tory to be governed by arbitrary 
power, differs as much from the 
acquisition of territory to be built 
up into states as a monarchy dif- 
fers from a democracy. 
The dem- 


ocratic party does not oppose ex- 
pansion when expansion enlarges 
the area of the republic and in- 
corporates land which can be set- 
tled by American citizens, or adds 
to our population people who are 
willing to become citizens and are 
capable of discharging their duties 
as such. 
The acquisition of the 


Louisiana territory, Florida, Tex- 
as and other tracts which have 
been secured from time to time, 
enlarged the republic, and the 
constitution followed the flag- into 
the new territory. 
It is now pro- 


posed to sieze upon distant terri- 
tory already more, densely popu- 
lated than our own country, and to 
force upon the people a govern- 
ment for which there is no war- 
rant in our constitution or our 
laws. 


UNFIT FOR WHITE RACES. 


Evwii the 
argument 
that this 


earth belongs to those who desire 
to cultivate it and have the physical 
powftj to acquire it cannot be in- 
voked to justify the appropriation 
oi the Philippine Islands by the j 
United States. If the islands were! 
uninhabited 
American. 
citizens 


would not be willing to go there 
and till the soil. 
The white race 


will not live so near the equator. 
Other nations have tried to colon- 
ize in the same latitude. The Neth- 
erlands have controlled Java 
for 


300 years, and yet today there are 
less than 00,000 people of European 
birth scattered among 25,000,000 
natives. 
After a century and a 


half of English domination in In- 
dia less than one-twentieth of one 
per cent, of the people of India nrs 
of Engish birth, and it requires an 
nrmy of 70,000 British soldiers ti, 
take care of the 
tax 
collectors. 


Spain has asserted title to the Phil- 
ippine Islands for three centuries, 
and yet. when our fleet entered -Ma- 
nila bay. there 
were 
less than 


10,000 Spaniards residing in the 
Philippines. 


A colonial policy means that we 


shall send to the Philippines a few 
traders, ,1 few taskmasters and a 
few office-holders, 
and nn army 


large enough to support the authoi-- 
ity of a small fraction of the people 
while they rule the natives. 


IMPERIALISM MEANS BIG ARMY 


If \ve have an imperial policy we 


must have a large standing army 
as its natural and necessary com- 
plement. 
The 
spirit which will 


justify the forcible annexation of 
the Philippine Islands will justify 
the seizure of other islands and the 
domination of other people, 
and 


with wars of conquest we can ex- 
pect a certain, if not rapid, growth 
of our military establishment. Thnt 
a large permanent increase in oui 
regular army is intended by the 
republican leaders is not a mere 
matter of conjecture, but a matter 
of fnct. In his message of Decem- 
ber 5th, 1898, the president asked 
for authority to increase the stand 
ing ni'my to 100,000. In 1806 the 
army contained about 2;>,000 men 
Within two years 
the 
presideni 


asked for four times that r.iany 
and a republican house of 
repre 


sentativcs 
complied with the re 


quest after the Spanish treaty ha< 
been signed and when no one wa: 
at war with the United States. I 
such an army is demanded when 
nn imperial policy is contemplated 
but not openly avowed, what may 
be expected if the people cncourag 
the republican party by cndorsini 
its policy at the polls.

force, and militarism will inevi 
ably change the ideals of the peop 
and.turn the thoughts of our youn 


men from! tile arts'ot1 p'eaca to the 
science of war. 
The government 


which relies for its defense upon its 
citizens: is more likely to be just 
than one which lias at call a largo 
body of professional 
soldiers. 
A 


. small standing army and a well- 


equipped and well-disciplined state 
militia are sufficient in 
ordinary 


times, and in an emergency the na- 
tion should in the future, as in the 
past, place its dependence upon the 
volunteers who oome from all occu-' 
pattens at their country's call and 
return 
to 
productive labor when 


their services are 
no longer ro- I 


quired—men who fight 
when the 


country needs 
fighters and work 


when the country needs workers. 


STATUS OF THE FILIPINO. 


The republican platform assumes 


that the Philippine Islands will lie 
retained under 
American 
sover- 


eignty, and we have a right to ds- 
mind of the republican leaders a 
discussion of Hie future status of 
the Filipino, Is he to be n citizen 
or a subject? Are we to bring into 
the body politic eight or ten mil- 
lion Asiatics, so different from us 
in race and history that amalga- 
mation is impossible? Are they tu 
share with us in making- the lows 
and shaping the destiny of this no- 
tion? 
No republican of prominccu 


has been bold enough to advocate 
such a proposition. 
The McEnPry 


resolution, 
adopted by the senate 


immediately after the ratification of 
the tre.ity, Expressly negatives this 
idea. The democratic platform de- 
scribes the situation when it say? 
that the Filipinos cannot be ciU- 
r.ens without endangering our civ- 
ilization. 
Who will 
dispute it? 


And what is the alternative? 
If 


the Filipino is not to be a citizrr, 
shall we make him a subject? On 
that question the democratic plat- 
form speaks with emphasis. It de- 
clares that the Filipino crmnot lie 
a subject without endangering o';r 
form of government. 
A republic 


can have no subjects. 
A subject is 


possible only in a government rest- 
ing upon force; he is unknown in a

deriving 
its

governed. 


A STRANGE DOCTRINE. 


The republican 
platform says 


that (ithe largest measure of self- 
government consistent with their 
welfare and our duties shall be se- 
cured to them (the Filipinos) by 
law.'1 
This is a strange doctrine 


for a government which owes its 
very existence to the men who of- 
fered 
their lives 
ns a 
protest 


against government without con- 
scut and taxation without repre- 
sentation. 
In what respect docs 


the position nf the republican party 
differ from the position taken by 
the English government in 1776? 
Did not the English government 
promise a good government to the 
colonists? What king- over prom- 
ised a hacl government to his peo- 
ple? Did not the English govern- 
ment promise that the colonists 
should have the Inrgcst measure 
of self-government with their wel- 
fare and English duties? Did nut 
the Spanish government promise 
to give the Cubans the 
largest 


measure of self-government con- 
sistent with their 
welfare 
and J 


Spnnish duties? The whole differ- 
ence between a • monarchy and a 
republic may be summed up in one 
sentence. In a monarchy the king' 
gives to the paople what he bs- 
linves to be a good government; in 
a republic the people 
secure for 


themselves what they believe to be 
a good government. The republic- 
an pnrty hns accepted the Euro- 
pean ide;i and planted itself upon 
the ground taken by George III. 
r.nd by every ruler who distrusts 
the capacity of the people for self- 
government or denies them i\ voice 
in then* own affairs. 


REPUBLICANS FEAR THE ISSUE. 


The republican platform prom- 


ises that some measure of self-gov- 
ernment is to be given to the Fili- 
pinos by law; but even this pledge 
is not fulfilled. 
Nearly sixteen 


months elapsed after the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty before the ad- 
journment of congress last June 
and yet no law was pnssed dealing 
with the Philippine situation. The 
will of the president has been the 
only law in the Philippine islands 
wherever the American authority 
extends. Why does the republican 
party hesitate to legislate upon the 
Philippine 
question? Because 


law would disclose the radical de- 
parture from history and precedent 
contemplated by those who control 
the republican party. 
The storm 


of protest which greeted the Porto 
Rican bill was on 
indication 


what may be expected when the 
American people are brought 
fac> 


to face with legislation upon this 
subject. If the Porto Ricans, wlu 
welcome annexation, are to be de 
nied the guarantees of our consti 
tution, what is to bp the lot of UK 
Filipinos, who resisted our author- 
ity? 
If secret influences 
could 


compel a disregard of our plain 
duty toward friendly people, liv- 
ing near our shores, what treat- 
ment, will those same influences

unfriendly people 


7,000 miles away? 
If, in

country where the people have the

FORCE CANNOT MAKE RIGHT. 


Men may dare to do in crowds 


what they would not dare to do 
,ib individuals, but the morn! char- 
acter of an act is not determined 
by thp number nf those who join in 
it. 
Force can defend a right, but 


force has never yet created a right. 
If it was true, as rlnelfirefl in the 
resolution of iuteivention, that the 
Cubans -are and oi' right ought to 
be frcs and independent," (lan- 
guage taken from the Declaration 
nf.Independence) it. is equally true 
that !hc Filipinos "'are and nf 
light ought to be free and inde- 
pendent." 
This right: of the Cu- 


bans t.o freedom v;:is nc,t based 
upon their proximity i'O the United 
States, nor 
upon 
the language 


which they spoke, nor yet upon the 
r.nce or races to which they br.- 
longed. 
Cougri'ss by a practical- 


ly unanimous vote declared that 
the principles enunciated at Phila- 
delphia in 1776 were still alive 
and applicable to the Cubans. 


that the former have n right to 
liberty and the 
latter have no 


rights which we nre bound to re- 
spect? 
And, if the Filipinos ''are 


and of right ought to be free and 
independent.1' what right have we 
to force 
our 
government upon 


them without their consent? 
Be- 


fore our duty can be ascertained, 
ami.when their rights are once de- 
termined, it is as much our duty to 
respect those rights as it was the 
duty of Spain to respect the rights 
of the people of Cvibn, or the duty 
of England to respect the rights 
of the American colonists. Rights 
never conflict; duties never elfish. 
Can it be our duty to usurp po- 
litical rights which belong to oth- 
ers? 
Can it be our duty to kill 


those who, following the example 
of our forefathers, 
love liberty 


well enough to fight for it? 


Some poet has described the ter- 


ror which overcame a soldier who. 
in the midst of battle, discovered 
that lie had slain his brother. 
It 


is written: 
''All ye are brethren.'' 


Let us hope for the coming of the 
day when human life—which when 
once destroyed cannot be restored 
—will be so sacred that it will 
never be taken except when neces- 
sary to punish u crime already 
committed, or to prevent a crime 
about to be committed. 


OUR WORLD OBLIGATIONS. 


If it is said that we have as- 


sumed the world obligations which 
make it necessary for us to per- 
manently maintain a government 
in the Philippine islands, I reply, 
first, that the highest obligation of 
this nation is to be true to itself. 
No obligation to any particular no 
tion, or to all nations combined, can 
require the abandonment of our 
theory of government and the sub- 
stitution of doctrines against which 
our whole national life has been n 
protest. And, second, that our ob- 
ligations to the Filipinos, who in- 
hnbi-t the islands, are greater than 
any obligation which we can owe 
to foreigners who have a tempor- 
ary residence in the Philippines CT 
desire to trade there. 


CAPACITY OF "FILIPINOS. 


It is argued by some that llie 


Filipinos are incapable of self-gov- 
ernment and that therefore we owe 
it to the world to take control of 
them. Admiral Dewey, in an offi- 
cial report to the navy department,; 
declared the Filipinos more capable; 
o£ 
self-government 
than 
the', 


Cubans, and said that he based his; 
opinion upon a knowledge of both 
races. But I will not rest the case; 
upon the relative advancement of 
the Filipinos. Henry Clay, in tie- 
fending the rights of the people OL 
South America to self-government, 
said: 


"It is the doctrine of thrones th.it 


man is too ignorant to govern him- 
self. 
Their partisans assert his 


incapacity in inference to all na- 
tions; if they cannot command uni- 
versal assent to the proposition, it 
is then remanded to particular na- 
tions; and our pride and our pre- 
sumption too often make converts 
of us. I contend that it is to ar- 
raign the disposition of Providence 
Himself tu suppose that he lias cre- 
ated beings incapable of govern- 
ing themselves, and to be trampled 
on by kings. 
Self-government is 


the natural government of man.'' 


Clay was rig Jit. There are de- 


grees of proficiency in the art of 
fc-elf-sovermrient. but it is a reflec- 
tion upon the Creator to bay that 
He denied to any people the capac 
ity of self-government. 
Once ad- 


mit that some people are capable of 
self-government, :incl that others 
are nor. and that the capable people 
have a right to seize upan and gov- 
ern the incapable, and you make 
force-brute force-the only foun- 
dation of government and in vita 
the riegn of the despot.

WARNS OF DANGER. 


Some argue that American rule, 


in the Philippine Islands will re- 
sult in the better education of the 
Filipinos. Be not deceived. 
If we 


expect to maintain a colonial policy 
we shall not find it to our advan- 
tage to educate the people. 
The 


educated Filipinos are now in re- 
volt against us, and the most ig- 
norant ones have made the least re- 
sistance to our domination. 
If we 


are to govern them without their 
consent and give them no voice in 
determining the tuxes which they 
must pay, we dare not educate them 
lest they learn to read the Declara- 
tion of Independence and the con- 
stitution of the United States, and 
mock us for our inconsistency. 


DEFENSES OF IMPERIALISM. 


The principal arguments, how- 


ever, advanced by those who enter 
upon a defense of imperialism are: 


First. That we must improve the "^ 


present opportunity 
to become a 


world power and enter into inter- 
national politics. 


Second. That our commercial in- 


terests in the Philippine Islands 
and hi the orient make it necessary 
for us to hold the islands perma- 
nently. 


Third. 
Thnt the spread of the 


Christian religion will be facilitated 
by a colonial policy. 


Fourth. That there is no honor- 


able retreat from the position which 
the nation has taken. 


The first argument is addressed 


to the nation's pride and the second 
to the nation's 
pocketbook. The 


third is intended for the church 
member and the fourth for the par- 
tisan. 


HAVE BEEN A WORLD POWER. 


It is a sufficient answer to the 


first argument to say that for more 
than a century this nation has been 
a world power. 
For ten decades 


it lias been the most 
potent in- 


fluence in the world. Not only has 
it been a world power, but it has 
done more to affect the politics of 
the liumnn race than all the other 
nations of the world combined. Be- 
cause our Declaration of Independ-

It is not necessary to own people 


in order to trade with them. 


NOW TRADE WITH THE WORLD. 


We carry on trade today with 


every part of the world, and 
commerce has expanded more rap- 
idly than tlie commerce 
of any 


European empire. 
We do not own 


Japan or China, but we trade with 
their people. 
We 
have not ub- 


sorhccl the republics of Central and 
South America, but we trade with 
them. It has not been necessary 
to havn any political connections 
with Canada or 
the 
nations of 


Europe in order to trade with them. 
Tnulp cannot be permanently prufit- 
:ibli; unless il is voluntary. When 
trade is secured by force the cost 
of s»c«riiifi- i( and retaining it must 
bo taken out of the profits, and the 
profits are never largo enough to 
co\-er the expense. 
Such a system 


would never be defr-ndnd but for 
the fact that the cxpmisu is borne 
by nil f h t j people, while the profits 
are enjoyed by t.he few. 


TO WHOM -.'JIOFITABLE. 


Impoii.ilism would be profitable 


to ths army contrnctorri; ii would 
be prnfitable Jo the Miip-T.vi cr^, 
who would carry livo soldifjrr

ihe Philippines and hring di>ad sol- 
diers bach; it would be prolkible 
to those who would sciae upon tiic
